/orizes the Government to accept the 
offer of the Dominion Government to 
transfer to the Province its nature! 
resources on the besis of an account- 
ing from 1905, subject to an agree- 
ment to be reached as to terms of 
such accounting and the terms of the 
transfer, provided, however, that the 
Government is further authorized to 
accept such fixed sum to be paid by 
the Dominion to the Province in lieu 
of such accounting as it shall consider 
jadequate after a further consider +. 
tion of the probable results of siach 
fan accounting.”

The summerfallo 
ready for seeding this spring is about 
the same extent as last spring, and 
there will be an increase of land put 
in summerfallow this season.
